GEIVEKAE  MoAKTHUK — One  Of  the  earliest  and  most  pernetnal  flowerina  sorts ; i<-s 
flowers  are  of  good  form,  of  a warm,  rich  crimson-scarlet,  and  delightfully  scented. 

GKUSS  AN  TEPEITZ — A yalnable  garden  rose,  a free,  strong  grower,  in  bloom  all  the 
time ; color  a rich  scarlet  shading  to  yelyety-crimson  ; yery  fragrant. 

KTEEARNEY  QUEEN — A sparkling  cerise-pink  color,  shading  lighter  at  the  base  of 
the  petals,  a strong  yigorons  grower  and  free  bloomer. 

KONIGIN  CAROEA — A beantiful  satiny  rose,  reyerse  of  petals  silvery  rose. 

EA  TOSCA — Large  donble  flowers  of  a beantifnl  silyery  pink  with  deeper  center;  a 
reliable  garden  rose. 

EADY  ALICE  STANLEY — ^A  gem  that  eyeryone  admires.  In  color  it  is  a beantifnl 
shade  of  coral-rose,  the  inside  of  the  petals  shading  to  flesh-pink  with  deeper 
flushes. 

EOS  ANGELES — One  of  the  finest  roses  eyer  introduced.  The  growth  is  yery  yigorons, 
and  produces  a continuous  succession  of  long-stemmed,  fragrant  flowers  of  a lumin- 
ous flame-pink  toned  with  coral  and  shaded  with  translucent  gold  at  the  base  of 
the  petals.  The  buds  are  long  and  pointed  and  expand  into  flowers  of  large  pro- 
portions. 

MME.  BUTTERFLY — Described  as  a glorifled  Ophelia.  Foliage  and  habit  unsurpassed ; 
in  color  a harmony  of  bright  pink,  apricot  and  gold. 

3I]ME.  CAROLINE  TESTOUT — One  of  the  most  popular  and  valuable  bedding  varieties  ; 
large,  full,  globular  flowers  of  bright  satiny-rose,  with  brighter  centre;  free  and 
fragrant. 

]\OIE.  EDOUARD  HERRIOTT — ^The  buds  are  coral-red,  shaded  with  yellow  at  the 
base;  the  open  flowers  of  medium  size,  semi-dorble,  are  of  a superb,  coral-red. 
shaded  with  yellow  and  bright  rosy-scarlet  passing  to  shrimp-red. 

MME.  JULES  BOUCHE—  White  shaded  pink,  large,  full  and  perfectly  formed  flowers, 
yigurous  growth. 

MRS.  AARON  AVAR!) — The  buds  are  long  and  shapely  and  open  into  cup-shaped 
flowers  of  deep  Indian-yelloy%  occasionally  washed  -vvith  salmon-rose.  A most  de- 
sirable and  floriferouis  rose. 

MRS,  CHARLES  BELL — A loyely  shell-pink  in  color,  equall-^  beautiful  in  the  bud 
or  the  full,  open  flower;  continuous  bloom. 

MRS.  CHARLES  RUSSELL — Large,  globular,  Ayell  formed  flowers;  yery  double;  color 
a rosy-carmine,  Avith  rosy  scarlet  centre. 

OPHELIA — A rose  that  is  admired  l)y  eyeryone;  its  floAvers  held  erect  on  long  stiff 
stems  are  of  perfect  form,  good  size,  and  of  a moist  pleasing  delicate  tint  of  salmon - 
flesh,  shaded  Avith  rose,  A’ery  floriferous. 

PREMIER — ^A  clear,  pure  shade  of  ros^-pink  throughout  tho  season;  ample  foliage;  a 
distinct  and  Amluable  addition  to  the  list  of  .good  rosec. 

RADIANCE — An  ideal  rose  for  eAmry  garden,  in  color  a brilliant  carmine-pink.  AAuth 
salmon-pink  and  yellOAv  shadings  at  the  base  of  the  petals. 

RED  RADIANCE — ^^The  exact  duplicate  of  liadiance  in  eyery  Avay  except  in  color  Avhich 
is  a deep  red  ; attractiye  the  AA'hole  season. 

SUNBURST — A superb  rose  of  good  yigorous  habit ; floAAmrs  of  fair  size  and  fine  in  the 
bud  or  half-open  floAver;  color  a rich  cadmium-yelloAy  Avith  orange-yelloAy  centre.

THE  REGAL  LILY 

( Lilinm  Regale) 

This  wonderful  lily  from  China,  perfectly  hardy,  magnificent  flowers,  delightfully 
fragrant.  In  form  the  flowers  are  like  the  Easter  lilies.  Centre  of  flowers  flushed  yel- 
low, shading  white  at  outer  edge ; outside  streaked  with  brown,  shaded  through  almost 
transparent  petals  with  pearly  tint.

Improvements  made  in  recent  years  in  size,  texture  and  coloring  are  phenom- 
inal,  with  flowers  measuring  from  4 to  6 inches,  in  a wide  range  of  colors.  Particu- 
larly useful  for  planting  in  windon  boxes  and  flower  beds  wnere  they  can  be  in  a 
semi-shady  position.  Their  culture  is  simple ; they  delight  in  leaf  mould  and  in  a mulch- 
ing of  well  rotted  dressing  or  lawn  clippings.
